Shn Shamrao Nmk Mi Speakei Su without castng any 
aspersion on the intentions of the Govetmuent I would like 
to make a suggestion that when the Government intends to make 
provision foi pioper housmg of labour and thereby try to improve 
the housmg conditions of the labour dsss they should also see to it 
that the n^ts of the people are recognised in these days of de- 
mociacw I should say the amendments that I have suggested 
are only baaed on the prmciples of democracy 

The Constitution of the Corporation ts laid down m the Bill 
18 fully based on the pi naple of nommihon only No doubt 
the Government has to look afterthe mteiests of the labour class 
as well as the capitalists But m spite of all that the pnnciple 
of democracy has to be recognised this pnaaple has been re 
cogmsed thioughout the world and elections are conducted m 
accordance with that prmciple only I feel the same ptmaple 
should be apphed to Corporauons and the like institutions Of 
course elec^ element may be a lay element and for that purpose 
an expert nominated element is necessary However for that 
purpoae only I have made provision m my amendment I have 
suggested m my amendment to paragraph 0 of sub dauae (3) 
that three members should be th^mstkdofiw Of courseout 
5 
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of the three one shall be a w>man to repiesent the interests of 
the women I have also suggested in my amendment to paia 
graph (e) of sub clause (a)thatrtr««membei8 should be substitut- 
ed by two In that way, the Government can exeicise its 
discietion and nominate any two persons who are experts m this 
direction and who can gmde the elected elements theie In 
accoidance with the pttnciple of demociacy thit the mijoiity 
shoidd consist rf elected Members, I have made some d^ge, 
in sub cfcuse a (d) also In the Bill it is stated that thiee persona 
shall be nominated by the Government to represent the mterests 
of the employees whereas I have stated in my amendment that 
those seven persons shall be elected 

In the BiU, equal representation was given to the employers, 
c^italists and employees But, I should say, that the puipose 
oftoe BiU IS to improve the housing conditions of labom class 
and as such it is natural that there should be majoiity of labouiers 
m the ^rporaton Only with this pimaple in view, I have sug- 
gested that 7 Members should be elected fiom the hbour cto 
instead of 3 Members bemg nominated by the Government 
Of course, the two Members, who will represent the employers, 
will -dao be elected It will, tiierefore, be olesi that I have made 
no diBtmction or partiahty whatsoever and that the Coiporation 
wiU thereby consist of both elected and nominated Members 
That 18 to saj, on this basis, there will be a combination of ex- 
perts as well as lay elements, and the workmgoftheCoipoiation will 
be conducted in a good manner 

In my opinion, the preaent Government is more favouiable to 
the employers, as they iraiesent that class only To avoid this, 
and m view of the fact that nominated elements, m my opmion, 
WiU give rise to fevountism and n^tism, and will thus make the 
working of the Corporation veiy difficult, I plead, m the mterests 
of the labour class, that my amendment be accepted and duly 
passed by the House

Shrt M S Rtgahtigajtt Mr Speaker, Su, In the hght of the 
discussions that have tuten place here, though, the pioblem appears 
to be very small, I feel, it is atnkmg at the fundamental basis of 
piop^onalrepiesentitionbysmgle transferable vote The question 
tt whether we should extend this proportional representation to 
bodies like the Housing Cisporation aw) 
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Aa fai as my knowledge goea wherever the ndmin atrative 
aspect of the queaUon dommatea tt is quite eaaentml thit imHp, 
these c itumstances the pimcipleof pioportonal representation 
must not be iccepted It is not because I am not a democrat 
tlat I am not accepting it it u because I feel that theie are 
certim defects which every one knows and wdien any one is asked 
to function m that particulai capacity he may very well tell the 
same tale In the light of this I wish thnt the present idea of 
accept ng amendments as fai as the pr nciplc of p oportional 
repieaentit on goea be not agreed It is also essential that this 
should not be can ed to that level inless and until the House is 
convmced and at the same tune the adrmnistrat ve heads are 
convmced that there is leapons ve co operation from all parties 
and that tl ey wdl be able to get men of agreeable temperament to 
funct on on bodies bke this If that is not the case it will be 
very difficult 

There is another aspect of the Question whidi has been dtawn 
here namely the representation or vaiious Ttade Un 0 is The 
representation of the var ous Trade Un ons could be effected in 
two ways 'We can have some nduect way of election say mo 
membeis of a Ttade Union bemg represented by one or so— and 
then bung them on to the bod es That is one method The 
second method is that we could say that in view of the fact that 
there are majoi oiganisabons 1 ke I N T U C Hyderabad branch 
etc they could send their lemesentatives on to these Ixi^ 
But so &i aa the representation of the Trade Unions on these bodies 
IB concerned I am of opuuon that if we ask the Umons to send the 
elected lepresentativea they may not be m a position to see e;re to 
eye with the administrative aspect of the whole question It is 
uways bettei that in administrative matters for good or bad 
whether theie be nepotism or favouritism— it will be of great 
advantage even for the Opposition or even for those who propose 
the Bill that the responsibihly of such thing is placed m one and 
the MTTip. mdmdual Minister or party who represents the func 
tions of this particulai Coipoiabon and that will make matters 
easier Aa such I feel that so £» as the question of representation 
of die Trade Union membeis on these bodies is concerned we 
shall not press very much for that as suggested m amendments I 
would leave it to the administiatiye authorities themselves to 
have their own choice 

Then as for as the experts question is concerned there should 
not be any difference of opinioniegardmg the number that is men 
turned one or two more experts we could have theire and it would 
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be adnaabk also if, by way of expeiience, it la found that we need 
certain experts of a difierent type, they may be included there 
tune and on and some provision can be theie 


I think that unless anduntdthe question of pohcici, atises, suchaa 
theieference made bymyhon friendwithie^dloUmveiaityand 
the representatives of the Legislative Assembly Membcis on it the 
question of proportional lepiesentition should not aiise It la 
advisable that we should have all shades of people m such cases 
because it is a question of pohcy-roakmg and wherever it is a 
question of poht^- making the nunonty view must not be mushed 
and I am strongly ot the opuuon that wheicvei it is a question of 
pohcy-makiflg as a demomat, we should have piojpoitional le- 
presentation but wherevei the admimstrative aroect of the question 
dominatea, we should not go into that, least, 1 am afiaid ^t our 
othei considerations whidi ought not to be mentioned here natur- 
ally m view of general human weakness — step m theic and they 
complicate the problem and the puipose of tne whole institution 
18 nullified

Vaiious amendments have been put foiwaid all of wbch at 
tempt at bnnging m the idea of lepiesentation by elecuon to this 
Coipoiahon In this connection I b^ to submit Su that 
this Coipontion is only a body meant for constructmg houses 
for the labour population of out State The only pohcy that this 
body haa got to deal with la the conatiuction of houses and except 
that there is no other pohcy with wbch it is concerned In such a 
case theie is no question of lepreaentation of vanous mterests of 
the Assembly 01 any other body by election to this Coiporation 
The idea of nomination la there because always this body has 
got to function m a veiy busmesslike manner and efficiency too 
and haa got to tuin out good woik very quickly The principle of 
nomination works out very aatisfactomy in such matters If 
election is adopted I am afraid the Coloration might become 
another body anotha battle ground for the different interests to 
Bght E^nst each other 

Labom unfortunately m our country as well as 
in othci countries I beheve, is still a hand-maid of different 
political paities wbch use it only for. gaming their own 
mterests And as such it nu^t be that if representation is raven 
to the vatious Mhticnl pnrties that are represented in this House 
on the pimapfe of propoitional representation I am afraid the 
very pmpose for tduch this Corporation is being foimed wsr 
to bimd ns many houses as possible witbn as abitt a period as 
possible will be frustiated I sbongly beheve that the prmaple 
of nomination is a good one and that it will adequately serve the 
purpose of tbs BiU 

I do know that there are some defects present m tbs principle 
of nomination but those defects are remedied when we look at 
the proviso mentioned heie m this connection The lepresenta- 
bves of the employets and the employees who will be nominated 
by the Government will be nominal m consultation with the 
different mterests and so the defects of nomination will be remedied 
there I therefore feel that tbs body should be a nominated one

The Corporation is bong constituted for the tdmmistfation 
of a fund called the Labour Houtmg Fund and also for the defi 
nite functions that have been enumerated m the B 11 As far as 
the Government can see there are no such conflicting pohcea 
that ^ould come for dscuasion before the Coipoiaton A 
specific hne of action has been laid down m the Bill itself and it is 
mostly as some of the hon Members have said a consti active 
work in ts natiue and as I already pomted out at the tune of the 
Fust Reading of the Bill commei^ and tedimcal m natuie 
The election process that is bems stressed upon is not the only 
process to assure democracy in Uus countiy Even supposmg 
that the representatives are dected from this House I do not take 
It that It 18 absolute democracy It becomes an mduect election 
Can we aflord to take its absolute nature ? As has already been 
pointed out by one of the hon Members from this side of the 
House if for a moment we agree that 6 members are ektted from 
this House they should be responsible to this House Whde 
the accounts and other things are going to be submitted to the 
Government and wh«i the Government is vested with die author 
^ ^ s ipersedmg it looks ndiculous that a repiesentative body 
of this House should he superseded by a Government which is 
suboidmate to this House 


It may m the opinion of the constitutional experts be an 
Mwanaly So I do not think that the hon Members were 
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It must also be borne m mind that the proviso makes t obhga 
atory on the part of the Government to consult the respective 
organ sations What his been in process n leapect of the other 
Committees is that the lespective orgamsations are consulted to 
send the panels As far as possible all tbe mtticsts are 1 ept in 
view "md it is always the case that every mteiest is lepic ei ted 
Those who plead for widei lepresentat on are miss the pomt In 
the so called elections that there are partie m this House also 
winch may not find place even after proportional repieseniation 
So a fa r and equitable treatment by toe Govei iment ii d a w der 
outlook on the fitrt of the Government m practice will natuially 
satisfy the desues which prompted these hon Members to bring 
these amendments 1 do not think that the hon Members 
will have an opportumty after the Coiporntion is toimed to say 
that It hrs been a hand maid of the Lahour Mm ster or the Govern 
ment or the Partj m power The purpose s to satisfy the 
intaests of a paiticular seebon te the workng class The 
employei is going to be compelled to m ke some contiibuton 
The funds are being provided by the Government and the Gov 
ernment as an hon Member from this side of the House has 
put It has a pi unary lesponsibihty to see that the funds me pro 
perly adm nisteaed For failure or success the Govern nent will 
be held responsible It should be leal aed that this Coiporabon 
IS an alternative to the admmistrative depaitment As I lave 
mentioned m this House this scheme is undei implen enta ion 
by the eflEorta of the department The d^artment can well 
afibid to execute this scheme but what the (mvemment thought 
best was that the consbtutmg of a Corporabon would cut short 
the red tape and also concenbate on the parbculai ohjeebve wbch 
could be realised veiv quickly So the Corpoiabon si ould not 
be taken or compared with the Municipal Corponbon of Hyder 
abad or Secundeiabad Those Corporabons have mt widci pow 
ers with n theu* spheie and got power of taxabon mso Theie are 
many other funebons which they have to perform But this Cor 
porabon must be treated as a body which is meant for a specific 
purpose for which a pohey or a hne of acbon is being laid by this 
House and Ae accounts will be scrutinised by the Government 
and a note on the accounts and working of the Coiporabon will 
be placed on the table of the House Wien the general budget 
of the Government would be discussed when the item of loans 
and advances comes the hon Members will have ample scope 
to venb ate theu views and offer their enbosms So when such 
scope had been given to this House and when the funebons of 
this Coiporabon are so limited there is no purpose m uisiatmg or 
to taxing the fundamental piuuple of democracy only for this 
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Bill while m the rest of the mitters no mention has been made 
about democracy or autocracy Even demoaicy la I mean 
may differ from the one that the hon Membei foi Ippaguda 
may mean Ab a matter of fact there is one teim wl ith cannot 
be understood by simple men of my type and thnt is bemg used 
by diose people who have At same ideology is the hon Member 
for Ippaguda— Psopfei Dmoaobe Dictatorship nd by ceitam 
important powers and by certain widei section of the people ui 
thisworld It 18 very difficult to go mto these mitteis -md to 
apply this thesis to Uus humble Corpontion So I would not 
|i>e to take the valuable tune of this House by going mto the 
menls of democracy and the process of nonumUon 


I have got a few other points to answer This Government 
a democratic GovemmeM and that is the reason why the system 
of nomination is bemg considered If this bid been i nominated 
Government it would have been better hnd the demand been for 
election It was said from this side of the House thit it would 
be very diffic dt to const tute an electoial college foi electmg 
labour representatives So seen from nny angle it is not possible 
to conduct elecuons Instead of buildmg houses the Government 
will be gpendmg money on the conduct of elections md this asm 
mvoives election returns then bibimals and all such things Ihe 
Government is interested m building houses and not creating 
election Utigabon 

I have tiled to find out if m other States theie is ^ Cor 
porauon constituted through the process of election "rtieie is 
the Bombay General Houamg Board and section 4 of thnt Act 
reads as follows — 

The Board shall consist of a Chaumnn and 4 othei Membera 
be appomted by the Provmcial Government Thnt is the 
pmvision there I have tned to find out from the Mysore Slate 
The Rules under the Act read like this 

Rule 8 The Corporation shall consist of the following 
Members — 

5 persons representing die Government nommated by 
the Govermnent 

S persons representing the employers nommated by th 
Gove r n m e n t m consultabon with such organisations of emloy- 
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5 persons epiesentmg employees nominited by the 
Government m consultition with such oigansations This in 
Mysore too the p ocess obseived is nomination Then there u 
the Road Trans^rt Corporabon Sect on 5 of the Corporation 
Act reads thus 

Subject to such rules made under this Act the Corpora 
tion shall cons st of a Chairman and such number of other Members 
as the State Government may think fit to appomt 
So if I agree to election I think Hydeiabad will be the first 
to introduce this piocess Whether it is gong to achieve the 
objective for which this Bill is beu^ brought or whether it s to 
defeat the very purpose of the Bill fwill not be able to say at this 
moment But m any case I can say that for the good work ng of 
Ae Coiporation for tie smooth vrorkng of the Coiporation if 
the Government la rehed upon that t would nve widest repre 
sentabon and take the widest opmion — if 3 iat confidence is 
reposed m the Government — am sure the nom nation method will 
bring success and the Corporal on will w ork successfully The 
House IS always competent to change the Bill or the mode of the 
Bill and the piocess of consbtubng the Corporabon If it is 
found that tms nomi labon method has failed to achieve the ob 
jecbve foi which the B U is prepaied then the House can rectify 
It and I do not think hon Membeis on this side of the House 
would then oppose the piocess of elecbon 

So aftei these cliuificstion the hon Members will please con 
elder whether they should insut then amendments b^g put to 
vote There are more important things than the process of con 
sbtutmg the Coiporation and there we will have to put our heads 
togethei and the moat mpoitant thmg is findmg finsncea for this 
Cotpoiabon The hon Member for Ippaguda remarked at 
die oeginning only that finance oonsbtutes a very important factor 
for this Coipoiabon and a more imporlant work lies ahead 

So let us not take much time in determining the piocess of 
elecbon and let us proceed wth the work as the Government 
visual at this moment
